1 have hitherte concealed my crim, that 
your decifion might be favourable to me; but, 
urged by remorfe, I can no longer diffemble my 
guilt. It was ithat loved the firft—I comma- 
nicated the flame which was confuming me—lI 
was the feducer—I was the inflrument of my 
ewn difhonour, Spare an innocent perfon— 
fpare my love; and let your punifiiment’ fall 
upon the realoffender. He has indeed engaged 
iholy orders, to avoid the neceffity of fulfil'ing 
his contract.

Icis the action of a barbarous father, whom he 
had no powerto refift. Is it right in you, who 
are fathers, to poftpone the duties of a child, to 
the duties of a lover?
